Kennedy called Tuesday for 
repeal of the law enacted by 
Congress last y ear, say ing it 
would give “massive amounts 
of funds in a dangerous and un­ 
restricted way to the national 
leadership of the two major po­ 
litical parties.” 
Although the New York Dem­ 
ocrat named no names, his re­ 
marks seemed directed at least 
partially at Johnson — particu­ 
larly since Sen. Albert Gore, D- 
Tenn., said Tuesday the White 
House “was calling all over the 
United States during the Easter 
recess” seeking votes to prevent 
repeal of the plan. Johnson had 
endorsed the the plan last y ear. 
The current law would pro­ 
vide up to $30 million to each 
major political party in 1968, 
with the money coming from 
income tax pay ments. It allows 
each taxpay er specifically to 
allot $1 of his income levy to a 
fund to be split between the par­ 
ties.

As we were abou t to say last Su n­ 
day when ou r attention was div erted 
to a commentary on local p olitics, 
there is talk going on in the legisla­ 
tiv e halls at Jefferson City concern­ 
ing inflation of Missou ri’s crime rate 
and what to do abou t it. 


So, schedu led for hearing on Ap ril 
12 in the Hou se is a resolu tion asking 
for establishment of a joint Senate- 
Hou se interim committee on crime 
and law enforcement. Many members 
of the General Assembly acknowledge 
there is need of direct legislativ e ef­ 
fort in the state to remedy this p rob­ 
lem. 
As p rop osed, a ten member com­ 
mittee wou ld hav e fiv e members each 
from the Hou se and Senate. Not 
more than three from each hou se 
wou ld be members of the same p oli­ 
tical p arty . 
Among the du ties of the commit­ 
tee wou ld be a detailed stu dy of the 
rap id increase in crime in Missou ri, 
inclu ding illegal u se of dru gs and nar­ 
cotics, riots and crimes of v iolence, 
and any abu ses or p ractices which 
may be connected with these matters; 
make recommendations for changes 
or corrections in ex isting laws; p ro­ 
p ose remedial legislation; and rep ort 
to the General Assembly and Gov er­ 
nor by Janu ary 10, 19 6 9 . 
Local and state law enforcement 
agencies may be req u ested to assist 
the committee. 
Au thors of the 
resolu tion 
are 
sp ecific in their desire that this in­ 
terim committee not tu rn its acti­ 
v ities into a witch hu nt; that emp has­ 
is w’ill be on the reasons for acceler­ 
ated crime and p ractical remedies to 
lessen it. 
Of great concern is the entry of 


gangsters into legal bu siness which 
they u se as a front for their illicit 
op erations. 
Passage of this measu re wou ld be 
a significant step in the state’s offen­ 
siv e against increasing criminal acti­ 
v ities and other ty p es of lawlessness, 
ev en inclu ding some su bv ersiv e ele­ 
ments w^hich need to be smoked ou t 
into the op en.

Crip p lin g Facets In Registration Laws

WASHINGTON — The United States has 
the most highly mobile p op u lation in the 
world, bu t in many states the v oting regis­ 
tration laws wou ld hardly be su itable if no­ 
body ev er mov ed at all. 
Abou t one-fifth of all Americans mov e 
ev ery y ear, and a fair p rop ortion of that 
nu mber shift from state to state. Yet, in 
nearly three-q u arters of the states a citizen 
has to liv e in the state a y ear and often in 
his cou nty for six months in order to be 
eligible to v ote. 
Probably eight to 10 million Americans 
will be disenfranchised in the 1968 elections 
by antiq u ated registration laws and p ro­ 
cedu res. 
The one sav ing grace is that there does 
seem to be a trend away from these p oint- 
lessly crip p ling regu lations. Some 20 states 
now hav e loosened their residence req u ire­ 
ments for v oting ju st for p resident and 
v ice p resident. 
Others are joining them. Constitu tional 
amendments adop ted by the p eop le last 
y ear au thorize legislatu res in Georgia, Flor­ 
ida, Tex as and Oklahoma to shorten ma­ 
terially the residence-time req u irements for 
p residential and, sometimes, other v oting. 
Some states which begin by easing p resi­ 
dential v oting req u irements soon sp read the 
new ru les to all statewide v oting, at least. 
Where the loosening occu rs, generally it 
takes the form of redu cing residence re­ 
q u irements to 6 0 day s or less, thou gh New 
York sets the necessary sp an at three 
months. 
Another growing featu re of imp ortance is 
more general absentee balloting, to allow 
citizens who mov e ou t of a state to keep 
v oting there u ntil they hav e met the p erhap s 
too-ex tended registration req u irements of 
another state. 
The Leagu e of Women Voters p robably 
does more y eoman serv ice in the v ariou s 
states than any other agency engaged ii 


this work. Lifting the y oke, of ou tdated law 
is a glacially slow bu siness, bu t the leagu e 
is p ersistent and energetic. 
With another election y ear ju st nine 
months off, the major p olitical p arties are 
stirring on the registration front again. 
The Democrats, who ou traged one of 
their most accomp lished p rofessionals by 
abandoning the registration activ ity of their 
national committee more than a y ear ago, 
hav e rev iv ed it u nder Billie Farnu m, new 
dep u ty committee chairman and former 
Michigan congressman. 
Farnu m reminded the national committee 
at its recent Washington meeting that it is 
easier to get a hu nting or fishing license 
than register to v ote. 
He observ ed that registration p eriods are 
u su ally too short, that p rocedu res are too 
cu mbersome and inconv enient, that some 
Americans conseq u ently are disenfranchised 
merely becau se they fall ill, take a bu siness 
or v acation trip , or are otherwise occu p ied 
at registration time. 
Said Farnu m: 
“ In these day s when ev en bank loans can 
be obtained by mall, abou t half the states 
will not p ermit a citizen to register by mail; 
he mu st ap p ear in p erson.” 
No other free cou ntry , he noted, req u ires 
its citizens to assu me the obligation of get­ 
ting registered in order to v ote. In other 
lands, gov ernment p erforms the registration 
fu nction. 
The latter answer may not attract Amer­ 
icans. Bu t obv iou sly , with more motion in 
the p op u lation than ev er before, the cou n­ 
try q u ickly needs laws and ru les making 
it easy , simp le and conv enient to get regis­ 
tered and stay that way . 
The top Democrat who was distu rbed at 
his p arty ’s lax ity believ es that realistically 
the registration effort has to be almost con­ 
tinu ou s. Granting the p oint, it ou ght also 
to be so au tomatically manageable that the 
p arties do not hav e to sp end large amou nts 
ef money and manp ower ta assu ra ii

p ened Monday may not mean 
mu ch in the long v iew of histo­ 
ry . Bu t President Johnson was 
rebu ffed, and at an awkward 
time for him. 
TJie Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee simp ly q u estioned 
his ju dgment and leadership in 
foreign affairs, and p u t a brake 
on it. That this cou ld hap p en, in 
the way it did, shows Johnson 
no longer wav es a magic wand 
ov er Congress, 
Nex t week he is going to a 
su mmit meeting of Latin-Amer- 
ican leaders at Pu nta del Este, 
Uru gu ay . .As an encou ragement 
to them in creating a common 
market, Johnson wanted to take 
with him a congressional p ledge 
of U.S. aid. 
He wanted to av oid being 
v agu e: he wanted to be a little 
debnite. 
Bu t the committee, 
headed by Sen, J. W. Fu lbright, 
Arkansas 
Democrat, 
decided 
that being v agu e was as far as 
he shou ld go. 
This 
decision 
has 
roots 
beginning in Au gu st 1964, when 
North Vietnamese PT boats at­ 
tacked American destroy ers in 
the Gu lf of Tonkin and U.S. 
p lanes retaliated by bombing 
coastal bases of North Vietnam. 
Johnson asked Congress then 
to back him u p by ap p rov ing a 
resolu tion giv ing him a congres­ 
sional go-ahead beforehand for 
whatev er step s he thou ght nec­ 
essary to “rep el . . . aggres­ 
sion.” 
Both hou ses ap p rov ed ov er­ 
whelmingly bu t not before some 
of the members ex p ressed mis­ 
giv ings abou t su ch a blanket 
endorsement for the fu tu re. 
The resolu tion said the p ower 
it au thorized for the President 
wou ld last u ntil he had decided 
p eace was restored to Sou theast 
Asia. On the strength of this, 
and withou t any formal declara­ 
tion of war, Johnson intensified 
the war. 
As time p assed, and the Unit­ 
ed States got more deep ly in­ 
v olv ed, some of the misgiv ings 


in Congress grew, p articu larly 
among critics of the war, like 
Fu lbright 
and 
Sen. 
Way ne 
Morse, Oregon Democrat. 
Finally , in 1966 Morse tried to 
get the Senate to rescind the 
Gu lf of Tonkin resolu tion which 
Fu lbright 
had 
help ed 
p u sh 
throu gh. In 1966 Fu lbright said 
he regretted the 1964 resolu tion 
and op p osed killing the Morse 
p rop osal. Bu t the Senate did kill 
it, 95 to 5. 
Tn p rep aration for his Latin- 
American 
trip 
Johnson 
on 
March 13 sent Congress a mes­ 
sage asking a resolu tion to 
strengthen his hand at Pu nta 
del Este. He sp oke of $1.5 billion 
additional aid to Latin America 
ov er the nex t fiv e y ears. This 
wou ld help the common market 
get going. 
Ru t the p rop osed resolu tion 
itself didn’t mention any sp ecif­ 
ic money figu re. It wou ld sim­ 
p ly hav e said that Congress 
“recommends” an increase in 
Latin-American aid. 
In ap p rov ing the kind of reso­ 
lu tion Johnson 
wanted. Con­ 
gress wou ld not hav e been v ot­ 
ing any money . Voting money is 
a sep arate action —- in this case 
off in the fu tu re — and when the 
time 
came 
Congress 
wou ld 
decide how mu ch money cou ld 
be giv en. 
The Hou se, after some bitter 
disagreements, ap p rov ed a res­ 
olu tion say ing if “su p p orts” ad­ 
ditional help to Latin America. 
Bu t, before the fu ll Senate cou ld 
v ote on it, Fu lbright’s commit­ 
tee had to act. Fu lbright op ­ 
p osed 
the 
Hou se 
resolu tion, 
which satisfied Johnson, as a 
“blank check.” 
Under Fu lbright’s leadership 
his committee boiled the ju ice 
ou t of what Johnson p rop osed 
and said no more than that the 
United States shou ld giv e “du e

THE WELL CHILD• 
Let Ch ild S et Pace 
Learn in g To S p eak

Ev ery child does not learn to 
talk at the same age. Some say 
a few words at 11 or 12 months 
and some say v ery little u ntil 
they are three or more. Most 
children 
fall somewhere 
be­ 
tween these ex tremes. If y ou r 
child is not talking by the time 
he is 14 months old y ou shou ld 
hav e his hearing checked. If it 
is normal, relax . 
Don’t try to 
p ressu re him by refu sing to giv e 
him something he p oints at u n­ 
til he names it. If y ou want to 
teach y ou r dog to .sit u p and 
beg, do .so, bu t y ou r child is 
not a dog. 
The more a child likes y ou , 
the more he will want to be 
like y ou , so talk to him in a 
calm p leasant v oice as mu ch 
of the time when y ou are with 
him as y ou can. Some children 
nev er do say single words bu t 
at the age of abou t three they 
start talking in well-rou nded 
sentences. It is said that Albert 
Einstein was ov er three y ears 
old before he started to talk. 
His p arents were p lenty wor­ 
ried bu t he made ou t all right! 
In some children u ndu e p res­ 
su re in other matters, su ch as 


toilet training, will make them 
hesitate to start talking. Their 
watchword seems to be: “Let’.s 
lick one p roblem at a,tim e. 
Gee, mom, I can’t learn ev ery ­ 
thing all at once!” 
Q — What shou ld be done 
with a 7 -y ear-old child who is 
nerv ou s and high-stru ng? 
A — Nerv ou sness is a v agu e 
term that may indicate restless­ 
ness, easy fatigability , ov erex ­ 
citability , short sp an of atten­ 
tion or timidity withou t ap p ar­ 
ent reason. In some children 
these sy mp toms may be a re- 
.su lt of being p u shed bey ond 
their mental or p hy sical cap ­ 
acity , comp etition with older 
brothers or sisters or a reflec­ 
tion of anx iety in the p arents. 
The first step in treatment is 
to try to find the cau se and 
correct it. It is imp ortant to 
let the child know that he is 
lov ed irresp ectiv e of his accom­ 
p lishments and to arrange a 
well - balanced p rogram of 
work, rest and p lay as well as 
a well - balanced diet If the 
child is too seriou s, try to in­ 
ject a little gaiety into the 
family life.

NEW YORK - (AP) - Pop e 
Pau l’s ency clical on the dev el­ 
op ment of p eop les, thou gh it 
contained some p ointed criti­ 
cisms of cap italism, has ev oked 
v ery little p u blic reaction from 
American bu siness interests. 
If some of these same criti­ 
cisms had been made from 
within the cou ntry , a p ained and 
p redictable roar wou ld hav e 
been heard. In the p ast, at least, 
this has been the resp onse to 
criticism from certain elements. 
The p resent silence cou ld be 
for sev eral reasons: ou t of cou r­ 
tesy to the Pop e, ou t of fear of 
controv ersy , ou t of lack of con­ 
cern, ou t of nece.ssity to assimi­ 
late the material before react­ 
ing. 
The most likely reason is the 
last named. Althou gh obv iou sly 
critical of cap italism, the ency ­ 
clical also is critical of commu ­ 
nism. Peop le u .sed to criticism 
of one or the other will be con­ 
fu sed. for this ency clical is a 
critiq u e of many institu tions. 
In some resp ects the ideals of 
hu manism esp ou sed in the ency ­ 
clical, Pop u loru m Progressio, 
are the same as those held dear 
by Americans: that each man is 
the p rincip al agent of his su c­ 
cess or failu re. 
Bu t, the observ ation that p ri­ 
v ate p rop erty does not consti­ 
tu te “for any one an absolu te 
and u nconditioned right” might 
be constru ed as inimical to 
those who eq u ate p rop erty with 
freedom. 
Ev en in sp ecifics, cap italists 
are going to find 
criticism 
mix ed with what they will con­ 
sider to be in su p p ort of their 
v iews. An ex amp le came this 
week. 
The Pop e, in discu ssing the 
distu rbing and ex p losiv e reality 
of the rich nations becoming 
richer and the p oor p oorer, su g­ 
gested that free trade itself 
might be contribu ting to this 
and su ggested p rice regu lation. 
This was followed by a recom­ 
mendation from a committee of 
bu sinessmen that the United 
States ap p ly p referential tariffs 
to help less dev elop ed nations, a 
p rojwsal v ery su nilar to that 
made by the Pop e. 
Bu t, some adherents of cap i­ 
talism are going to find it diffi­ 
cu lt to assimilate the Pop e’s 
v iew that it is “u nfortu nate” 
that indu strialization has been 
accomp anied by a sy stem which 
“considers p rofit as the key mo- 


tiv e 
for 
economic 
p rogress, 
comp etition as the su p reme law 
of economics, and p riv ate own­ 
ership of the means of p rodu c­ 
tion as an absolu te right.” 


These 
v iews 
are, 
indeed, 
widely held in the Western 
world and will find ardent de­ 
fenders on p rincip le. Bu t. few 
enlightened cap italists will ad­ 
mit they believ e in the conclu d­ 
ing thou ght of that sentence: 


“As an absolu te right that has 
no limits and carries no corre­ 
sp onding social obligation.” 
Thou gh irresp onsible cap ital­ 
ism is not u nknown in American 
history , most American bu si­ 
nessmen 
today 
wou ld argu e 
that, as far as they are con­ 
cerned, it is a thing of the p ast, 
if not in fact, then in ideal. 
They wou ld argu e fu rther that 
the recent history of cap italism 
in American has been one of 
increasing social resp onsibility , 
admittedly sometimes throu gh 
the force of gov ernment regu la­ 
tion, and that irresp onsible can- 
Ifalism wou ld he as mu ch a dan 
ger to this nation as any other 
ism.
